The average profit from the best cow 
in each of the 46 herds tested was 
$59.04, and from the poorest cow in 
each herd. $16.63.

“ How is it,” the secretary demand- 
from his interviewer, “that some 
newspaper men so color their descrip­ 
tive work as to make their stories 
untruthful and ridiculous?
